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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of species b, claims 1-3, 5, and 6 in the reply filed on July 7, 2009 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in 
the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 

§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claim 4 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected species, diere being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made 
without traverse in the reply filed on July 7, 2009 (see paragraph 1 above). 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which papers have 
been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement filed December 29, 2008 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently 
understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most knowledgeable about the content of 
the information, of each patent Usted that is not in the English language. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the non-complying information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Specifically, the office action in Japanese lacks the required concise statement of relevance. 

5. The information disclosure statement filed on December 29, 2008 does not fully comply 
with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.98(b) because: see paragraph 4 above. Since the submission 
appears to be bono fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH from the date of this notice to supply 
the above mentioned omissions or corrections in the information disclosure statement. NO 
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EXTENSION OF THIS TIME LIMIT MAY BE GRANTED UNDER EITHER 37 CFR 1.136(a) 
OR (b). Failure to timely comply with this notice will result in the above mentioned information 
disclosure statement being placed in the application file with the noncomplying information not 
being considered.

Claim Refections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not he negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was 
commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the 
contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and 
invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made 
in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 

U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Billieres 
(5,499,670) in view of European Patent Application 0 448 905 Al. 

See Billieres embodiment of Figure 1 : the only difference between the claimed tire and the 
reference tire is that the reference is silent as to the butyl and/ or halogenated butyl concentration in 
the toe rubber 8, however EP '905 teaches to provide air-impermeable toeguard rubber including 
20-60 parts butyl rubber and/or halogenated butyl rubber per 100 parts rubber (phr) for enhanced 
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resistance to air permeation (p. 2 line 1 - p. 3 line 33); it would therefore have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art to provide such an air-impermeable rubber for the Billieres toeguard in 
order to obtain enhanced resistance to air permeation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
9. Claims 5 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
